Several other household precautions should be taken prom ptly. 
Atomic bombs set off high above ground seldom cause breuks in 
underground gas or w ater mains. However, shaking and tw isting of 
the buildings by the blast wave som etim es snaps off household inlets 
at the point where they enter the basem ent. This may allow gas or 
oil to flow into your cellar. 


To lessen the danger of fires and explosions that could result from 
this leakage, you should throw the electric tw itch th a t shuts off your 
oil burner.

Lint/crinfj radioactivity rem ains for a longer time, from a few m in­ 
utes to w*ecks or months, depending on the kind of radioactive 
m aterial. 
Lingering radioactivity m ay become a danger when atomic bombs 
are exploded on the ground, underground, or in the w ater. A ir bursts 
leave no dangerous lingering radioactivity. 
Most lingering radioactivity comes from leftover bomb w astes, or, 
"ashes,’* technically called fission products. They consist of countless 
billions of fragm ents, or pieces, of atom s split up in the explosion. 
Smaller, and usually less dangerous, am ounts of lingering radio­ 
activity may be throw n off by scattered atom s of uranium or plu­ 
tonium th at fail to split up w*hen the bomb goes off.
